Future of England Depending 
on Increase of Birth 
Rate Figures. 


Picturizafion 
(Bx (lie Associated Press) 
LONDON, Oct. 13.—England’s de 
dining birth-rate is giving the au­ 
thorities cause for concern. For the 
three months ended in June the 
birth-rate tier 1,000 of population 
in England and Wales was 20.7. 
The register general says that "this 
is 
the 
lowest 
birthrate 
recorded 
in any second quarter of the year, 
except during the period of war." 
In 1912 it was 24.9 in 1914 24.5, 
in 1920 26.6, in 1921 23.9 and 
in 1922 21.1. In the second quar-' 
tor of 1923 it fell to 20.7, which 
is a drop of nearly 6 per cent in 
three years. 
“ If the birthrate continues to 
fall at this headlong rate," obser­ 
ves the Dally Express, ‘‘Britain’s 
very existence as a nation is men­ 
aced.” The paper asks what idie 
chief causes of the slump in babies 
is, 
and 
gives the answer 
itself 
by 
seying: 
First, 
unemployment, 
and 
second, 
shortage of houses. 
"The workless man cannot afford 
to marry," it says, "and the home­ 
less man dare not marry. There­ 
fore, in order to arrest the fall 
of the birthrate, we must solve 
our unemployment problem and our* 
housing problem."

adds.

address. This classification includes 
children of the run-about ages, be 
between two and six years old. 
“Mental health habits.” she said,

expression,

“The reasons why so much must 
be done iq these four years form 
the crux of many of the problems 
of prevention. 
“ It is the time to establish firm­ 
ly physical health habits.

This can 
be done by a periodic, regularly 
recurring and complete physical ex­

“The age from two to six is, 
we grant, the ‘home period,* but 
the mother, even the most intelli­ 
gent and best intentioned does not 
know all that is needed, let alone 
how," to bring to pass the best for 
her child.
